A colored inun who was walking In 
front of him thereupon drew his revolrer and 
fired answering the signal, saying at the earn* 
tint "My brother, 1 meet you." Had seen 
colored women butt white ladles off the sides- 
walk. 


S. L. Dance., white, testified to bearing a 


negro say to a crowd of bis fellows that be 
wanted to get » chance to kill a white man. 


B. F. Walker, white, ex-federal soldier and 


republican, aaw two of the men who were 
killed by tbe rioters. Several white men 
picked up one of the bodies and a pistol 
.dropped from a pocket. Heard men depre- 
cating the riot on the ground 1h»t It was 
brought on prematurely. He saw ten or 
twelve of the colored men in (he crowd of 
rioters flourishing arnft and saying to their 
associates behind. "Como on ; It's ai good a 
time now as ever." Ho had heard colored 
men planning to divide up the stores In Dim- 
Till*.

"only topic of discussion and several amend- 


ments proposed by the caucus committee were 
approved fcj the caucus. Chief among them 
were propositions to reduce the argregate ap- 
propriation to between seventy «nd eighty 
million". The bill In Its present form calls 
for one hundred and five millions, to m«k« 
the money available only npon requisitions 
by states under certain restrictions as to ac- 
countability and to require Its distribution to 
counties according to population and Illiter- 
acy.

The motion was discussed upon Its merits 


by Morrison, wlio failed to see in It any In-' 
tentlon of transferring the Indian bureau to 
the war department; by Cannon, who did see 
In It a proposal to turn over to the aiuiy tbe 
Indian bureau: by llelford, In advocacy of 
the Indians by the army. How long, Inquired 
the latter, was the United States going to sup- 
port a class of Idle paupers who would not 
work. A man who would not work, wblte or 
red, ought t« starve. 


Tbe motion was agreed to, Ul to CT. 
Cutcbeoii offered an amendment directing 


tbe secretary of the interior to oifcanlze 
within the Indian bureau a division of Indian 
education, of which the superintendent of 
Indian schools shall be chief. Ho stated that 
he offered the amendment -«t the request of 
the general council of the Congregational 
church. Ruled out on point of order.

Tbe senate then took up the education bill. 
Pendleton addressed tho senate. lie said 


his sympathies were with tlie bill though his 
judgement could not follow them Implicitly. 
It we were'wise we would In the first section 
of the. bill Impose tbe t« which tht section 
expends. He inquire! where wag tbe limit 
to the power of the government It this bill 
wet« rightly formed. It Instead of collecting 
surplus of oue hundred millions a ye*r, the 
government were to collect forty millions, and 
If the expenses ot the government were prop- 
erly ecouomlred the pfeople of the states 
would h«va In their own. pockets ihe where- 
withal to educate their children, Instead of col- 
lecting from them In tares and then giving 11 
Iwk to them in this manner. 


Berk following rendition concurred In the 


view of '"es as the better remedy. One ot 
tbe purposes of the bill he believed to be to 
enable the republican party to enter the com- 
ing csnvaiw and oppose the demands of demo- 
crats for a reduction of t"«tion by pointing 
to the large amounts necessary to mast the 
expenses of the government He suspected 
this new affection of republicans for the 
sou them people. The hatred ot the republi- 
can pu ly for,the wblte people of the south 
w«s as Intense to-day as ever, and this bill 
was tbe entering wedge to absolute federal 
ddminatloft In tin southern states. The bill 
did not, In Beck's opinion, expres* one-half 
what It meant. The Danville riol and Coplah 
incident had failed to enable republic"" to 
again raise the cry of bloody shirt, and 
education «•» now deemed the most plausi- 
ble mr*ns 
of producing discord 
and 


enabling republicans to get rlil of the surplus 
In the treasury and keep taxation up to tbe 
highest point. Beck then entered upon in 
elaborate ailment on tho tariff, In the cause 
of which he said he 
w«s glad the two 


parties h«d squarely sbonu their colors, re- 
publicans for protection, democrats 
fC* tariff 


for revenue. The so-called Mouison bill bad 
forced republicans to avow that they opposed 
any >nd all reductions and would penult no 
relief to over-burdened t<" payers. That bill 
had at last developed tbe plans of Its enemies, 
who 
now 
thought 
themselves 
en- 


trenched 
with sufficient 
safety to war- 


rant them In defying all their enemies. 
Beck severely criticized the action on the tariff 
of Sheiixan, Morrlll, Allison and other repub- 
lics, «nd contended that the present policy 
Of the republic"! party In opposition to re 
auction ot '"atlon when the revenue w*snot 
niury was unconstitutional. If congiass 


would enable the south to buy her cotton ma- 
chinery free from tariff tamion the south 
could educate her children. 


Williams said This bill had been debated 


three weeks and eveiylhlng but education had 
been talked about. In his opinion the gener- 
al government bad undoubtedly jurisdiction 
In this matter, as one of general welfare. 


Hoar and Harrison submitted amendments 


which they intended at tho proper time to 
propose to the bill.

CINCINNATI, April 3.—At n meeting of so- 


cialists held to night It was expected some ac- 
tion would bo taken on the subject of. tlie 
riots but the matter was not discussed. It Is 
announced that they will hold a meeting Sun- 
day nnxt for the purpose of discussing the re- 
cent disturbance. There Is no change In the 
situation about tho court house and Jail ex- 
cept tlmt the crowd of eight, seers became 
gre.iter In the afternoon and a much more 
friendly feclluB was manifested toward the 
military, lha iloalb of Leo Vogelgegang 
makes 60 dead from the riot. 


Alfred Hopkins, another victim of,the riot! 


died tonight, making fifty-one deaths. Ho 
was au old captain and pilot On tho tiver. 
Tho Cincinnati trades Assembly to-nlg'ht pass- 
ed a vote of thanks to members of tho veteran 
regiment of this city, who rotnsed to go to tbe 
defense ot murderers In tho jail and also com- 
mended members of the Fourth Ohio Ra- 
tional Guard regiment for retuslng to march 
to the Jail Saturday night W take part in the 
attack on the mob. This action met opposi- 
tion from leading members but a majority 
favored It.

DODGE Cut.Kas., Aprils.— In tlie stock- 


men's convention to-day tbe executive com- 
mittee submitted a report showing the mem- 
bership at the close of tbe year n«s 95, rep- 
lOMiiling 350,000 bead of cattle valued at 
$10,000.000. They gave a detailed report of 
their systnm of inspection during tbe yttr, 
employing Inspectors at Dodge City, Kansas 
City, St. Lonis and Chicago at a cost of 1350 
per month. During tlie s«uon inspectors re- 
covered 455 head of cattle, besides many 
turned over to owuers direct and nnreporttd. 
The committee recommended the same sys- 
tem the coming season. Tbe matter of creat- 
ing stock yards at Clmaciun, 18 miles west of 
Dodge, h«d boon laid before the A., T. & S. F. 
railway, but they have liken no action. They 
reported $3.050 received fi\>m the sale of 
strays and S211 from assnssment. All was 
disbursed but 513. When symptoms of

lin in Colorado Springs. 


Details of His Murder by. Mexican 


Robbers Near Parral, 


A Reward of $1,000 Offered for 


Their Capture, 


With efforts that are being put forth by the 
officials and cltUens of Parral that the mur- 
derers will -certainly be caplured. A Mexican 
who met them on the road with tho clothing 
taken from Mackljn aud Mackey In theli 
possession says he knows who they are «ml is 
aiding the officers and soldiers In trying to 
effect their capture. 


Jn this connection a brief sketch of Jack 


Macklln will not be out of place. He WR.S 
bor|i at McVoytowu, Pennsylvania, ID 188?, 
where his boyhood days were passetl. Ho 
received a liberal education at Syler's Acad- 
emy in Uarrisburx, In the spring of 18T9

The convey- 
ance in which they traveled was a buckboard 
drawn by two mules. When about three 
miles south of the ranch heretofore spoken of 
they noticed ou tho open road two Mexicans 
on horseback riding rapidly toward them. A * 
they approached the two horsemen separated, 
one going upon either oide of tbe team. They 
drew their navy pistols aud demanded 
that Macklln and Warkey bold up their bands 
and gtveUp their dlnero, meaning money.
